Double Patenting 

3. Claims 1 6-1 8, 21 and 22 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1,2,3,7, and 14 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,673,721 . Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because: 

Claims 1 ,2,3,7, and 14 of U.S. Patent No. 6,673,721 substantially teach the 
instant claims 16-18, 21 and 22. The instant claims differ from claims 1,2,3,7, and 14 of 
U.S. 6,673,721 by specifying an Integrated circuit structure and openings rather than 
vias. However, it would have been obvious to one with ordinary skilled in the art that 
vias is one of the most popular structures in the semiconductor device fabrication / 
integrated circuit interconnection.
